Service shall be deemed effective as of the
24 | date of personal service or the date of receipt of the certified mail. If a person to whom a
25 | citation is directed refuses to accept delivery of the certified mail, the date of service shall

26 | be deemed to be the date of mailing.

2. Caltrans shall post a Tier 2 public notice per Section 64463.4 (b) within 30 days of
learning of a quarterly violation of the TTHM RAA MCL of 80 ug/L. Each posted public
 notice shall include the most recent TTHM results found to be in violation of the MCL.
| 3. Caltrans shall maintain posted public notices per Section 64463.4 (c)(1)(B) for as long
as the violation persists but in no case less than 7 days.
4. Caltrans shall report the TTHM RAA MCL violations in its 2012 Consumer Confidence
Report per Section 64481 (d)(3).
5. Caltrans shall complete construction of a service connection to Gateway of The
America’s and begin taking potable water service, or submit plans and specifications
‘ for a TTHM removal treatment system, or obtain approval from CDPH for an alternative '
plan to comply with the TTHM standard by September 30, 2013.
6. Caltrans shall continue to provide CDPH with monthly progress updates to Directive #5

 above by the 10" day of every month.

- necessary to protect public health and safety, such as providing a directive for Caltrans to
| consider the interim installation of additional treatment if the service connection is not
completed in a reasonable period of time.

| take action to suspend or revoke a permit that has been issued to a public water system if
the system has violated applicable law or regulations or has failed to comply with orders of
| CDPH; and petition the superior court to take various enforcement measures against a
| public water system that has failed to comply with orders of CDPH. CDPH does not waive

any further enforcement action by issuance of this citation.
